BLOCK BURNS 
IN WINNIPEG 


Mid-afternoon Fire on 
Portage Avenue Causes

With the finding of human 
bones and a rusted .38 re- 


| volver nearby in the marshy 


shores of Horseshoe lake 
near Manola, 13 miles west 
of Westlock, Alta., Sunday 
afternoon by E. Lockhart, 
farmer of the district, Alberta 
Provincial Police are con- 
vinced that a nine year hunt 
for Thomas Mund, 23-year- 
old slayer of Sylvia Mac- 
Donald, 15, and her seven-| 
year-old brother, Andrew, on 
June 1, 1920, has ended. 
Near Crime Scene 

The skeleton was found 100 yards 
from the water line of the lake and 
a mile and a quarter from the old 
Mund shack, The skull, which was | 
lying to the south, had a bullet hole 
over the right temple and another 
hole in the top of the head, presum- 
ably where the bullet, which the mur- 
derer sent cmshing through his own 
brain, Came out } 

A .36 revolver was lying near the} 
right hand with one exploded shel) 
and two unexploded shells tn it. This | 
weapon has been positively tdentified 
as the one which Mund borrowed trom 


a neighbor on the night before the! 
murders, The bones were scattered 
due to the prevalance of wild ani- 


The skeleton was partly imbedded in 
the sloughy sod of the lake shore. 

Coroner Dr, Crawford and Sgt 
Watt of the Westlock detachment of 
the Alberta Provincial Police who cx- 
amined the remains have reported to 
headquarters that they are those of 
Mund, The remains were taken tn 
charge for further examination and 
no inquest will be held 

Posses Searched 

Mund was the subject of a ation- 
wide search following the discovery 
of the two horribly mutilated bodies on 
a@ trail near his homestead. Armed 
posses with every available Alberta 
Proyinclal Police officer leading them 
searched through the district for days 
without success and it was generally 
believed that he had made his escape

In the case ci British Columbia, the 
Dominion Gov ornment was owner of 
the lands in the railway belt and the 
Peace River block; in the case of the 
pralrie provinces, ownership of 
lands and water powers remained 
the jurisdiction of the federa) govern- 
ment, Certain difficulties had arisen 


and it was found impossible to make | 


the two cases parallel, The matter, 
however, was one of agreement where- 
by the Dominion government bound 
itself to turn over the administration 
of the water powers to the provinces 
Many Difficulties 

There were some difficulties, for in 
every instance the streams were inter- 
provincial, That circumstance had 
already presented problems in Maiil- 
toba, and it was « good thing that the 
Dominion government had control as 
between Ontario and Manitoba, since, 


by tts good ofices, it had provided for 
the complete utilization of these 
streams. 


Mr. Stewart had no doubt the same 
problems would arise with Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


During the first quarter of this year 
10,588 old people have been receiving 
pensions under the Dominion old age pen- 
sions act. As yet the scheme is in opera- 
tion in only three of the provinces and in 
the Yukon territory. Neither of the two 
most populous provinces, Ontario and 
1} Quebec, is included; nor are any of the 

maritime provinces, where a larger pro- 

portion of the residents are aged than is 

the case in western Canada. This is con 

|} clusive evidence that the scheme was not 
set up before there was need of it 

Bearing in mind the very small amount 

| of money which a pensioner may secure, 

the inference is that these pensioners 

would now be in want, or dependent upon

be eligible for pensions—that is who need 
pensions, but cannot as yet get them. The 
governments of these provinces are carry- 
ing a heavy responsibility for keeping 
that number of their residents in an un 
fair and humiliating position

Marriage Case, Almost 
Urique in British Jus- 
_tice, Threshed Out 


In a written decision handed down 
in Calgary on Monday in the action 
for divorce Chertkow vs, Chertkow 
Chief Justice Horace Harvey of the 
appellate division of the supreme 
court of Alberta, it is found that a] 
marriage cannot be declared nul! and 


vold under existing Canadian law on 
the ground of insanity after it has 
been entered into when both parties 
to the marriage contract were cogni- 
vant of the responsibility visted in 
them by the ceremony 

The decision followed a four day 
hearing, at the end of which tudg- 
ment was reserved and then followed 


shortly after by his lordship’s decision 

The proceedings were instituled by 
Trenholme Dickson, official states 
guardian, on behalf of Sadie Chert- 
kow, It was sought to quash (he 
ruling of Mr, Justice Ives of the trial 
division, who decided that the marri- 
age of Tony and Sadie Chertkow was | 
null and void on account of the in- | 
sanity of the latter. 

Better or Worse 

In declaring the marriage still legal, 
Chief Justice Harvey stated: “It is no 
doubt a hardship that the plaintiff 
Tony Chertkow, a comparatively 
young man, should be doomed to live 
without a mate while the defendant 
lives, but that is a matter for the con- | 
sideration of parliament, not thie 
courts, and it may be said that ts the 
second part of the ‘lor better or for 
worse’ for which he took her for life.’ 

His Lordship pointed out that there 
was no evidence to prove that delend- | 
ant was insane at the time of th 
marriage, and therefore the ceremony 
could not be deciared null and void 
It was the first case of its kind to be 
irled in Alberta courte and the third 


in the history of British legal juris 
prudence, 
The judgment continues: “It is ap 


parent that there are no precedents 
for the present case which at least In 
the'y circumstances furnish anything 
like a parallel! to it, and it must seem 
to the layman at least, almost 1 cred 
ible that a man should woo a womar 
marry her, live with her for mor 
than five years, during which time sh 
assisted him in the conduct of hi 
business, have children by her, and 
not until after that find that she wa 
actually ins married her.’

LAKE STOCKED 
WITH BASS T0 
OPEN JULY 1 


Ministik Will be Fished for 
First Time in Five 


Years 

For the first time since 1924, Minis- 
tik Lake will be thrown open for pub- 
lic fishing, according to Inspector 
Rodd of the fisheries department of 
the federal government 

The lake will be opened on July 1 
the inspector stated, instead of June 
1, as was erroneously reported in an 
Edmonton paper some days ago.
